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Facebook works 
to remove anti¬ 
gay hate speech 

NEW YORK - Facebook 
is working with a gay- 
advocacy group to reduce 
the amount of hate speech 
and bullying on the online 
social hub. 

Anti-gay bullying has 
been in the spotlight 
recently after the suicides 
of several gay teenagers, 
including Rutgers 

freshman Tyler dementi, 
garnered national attention. 
According to police, the 
19-year-old jumped off 
the George Washington 
Bridge after his roommate 
secretly recorded him with 
another male student and 
distributed video online. 
The Gay & Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation says it 
reached out to Facebook 
last week after Internet 
bullies flooded a page it 
set up to honor teens who 
recently killed themselves 
in response to anti-gay 
hate. Facebook says its 
policies prohibit hateful 
content and it has systems 
in place to take down such 
posts as soon as possible.Q 
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Teen who strangled brother gets life in prison

RISING SUN, Ind. - An Indiana teenager who 
admitted he strangled his 10-year-old brother 
and told police he identified with a TV serial 
killer was sentenced Friday to life in prison 
without parole. 

Andrew Conley, 18, showed no emotion as a 
judge sentenced him for the Nov. 28 murder of 
his brother, Conner. 

Judge James Humphrey could have sentenced 
Conley to life in prison without parole or to a 
lesser term of 45 to 65 years. But Humphrey 
said Conner’s age outweighed any other factors 
such as mental illness. Conley could not have 
faced the death penalty because he was 17 
when he killed his brother. 

In chilling video played during a five-day 
sentencing hearing last month, Conley calmly 
described how he killed Conner while wrestling 
with the boy at their home in southern Indiana. 


The teenager told police he caught his brother 
in a choke hold as the child who witnesses said 
had idolized him fought and pleaded for him to 
stop. Instead, Conley said he choked Conner 
until he passed out, then dragged the boy 
into the kitchen, put on gloves and continued 
strangling him for at least 20 minutes. 

He then loaded his brother’s body into the 
trunk of his car and drove to visit his girlfriend 
before dumping his body under some leaves 
along a park trail. 

Conley told psychologists he had been unable 
to stop and felt as if he were watching the 
murder from outside himself. According to 
testimony by police and others, Conley said 
he had fantasized about killing people since he 
was in eighth grade and said he wanted to be 
like the fictional television serial killer Dexter 
from the Showtime series with the same name. 
Conley also claimed that he heard voices.

SAN FRANCISCO 
Attorney General Eric 
Holder says the federal 
government will enforce its 
marijuana laws in California 
even if voters next month 
make the state the first in the 


nation to legalize the drug. 
The Justice Department 
strongly opposes California’s 
Proposition 19 and 
remains firmly committed 
to enforcing the federal 
Controlled Substances Act 
in all states, Holder wrote in 
a letter to former chiefs of 
the U.S. Drug Enforcement 


Administration. The 

Associated Press obtained 
a copy of the letter, dated 
Wednesday. 

“We will vigorously enforce 
the CSA against those 
individuals and organizations 
that possess, manufacture 
or distribute marijuana for 
recreational use, even if such 
activities are permitted under 
state law,” Holder wrote. 

The attorney general 
also said that legalizing 
recreational marijuana 
in California would be a 
“significant impediment” 
to the government’s joint 
efforts with state and local 
law enforcement to target 
drug traffickers, who 
often distribute marijuana 
alongside cocaine and other 
drugs. 

He said the ballot measure’s 
passage would “significantly 
undermine” efforts to keep 
California communities safe. 
If Proposition 19 passes 
in November, California 


would become the first state 
to legalize and regulate 
recreational pot use. Adults 
could possess up to one ounce 
of the drug and grow small 
gardens on private property. 
Local governments would 
decide whether to allow and 
tax sales of the drug. 

The state has clashed with 
federal authorities over 
marijuana since 1996, when 
voters approved a first-of- 
its-kind ballot measure that 
allowed people to grow and 
use pot for medical purposes. 
Thirteen other states and the 
District of Columbia have 
legalized medical marijuana. 
Under federal law, marijuana 
is still strictly illegal. 
The U.S. Supreme Court 
has ruled that the federal 
government has the right to 
enforce its ban regardless of 
state law. 

During the Bush 
administration, retail pot 
dispensaries across the 


state faced regular raids 
from federal anti-drug 
agents. Their owners were 
sometimes sentenced to 
decades in prison for drug 
trafficking. 

Yet the medical marijuana 
industry still grew, and has 
expanded even more since 
Holder said last year that 
federal law enforcement 
would defer to state laws 
on using it for medicinal 
purposes. 

Some legal scholars and 
policy analysts have 
questioned how much the 
Justice Department could 
really do on the ground 
to halt a state-sanctioned 
recreational pot trade. 

Nearly all arrests for 
marijuana crimes are made at 
the state level. Of more than 
847,000 marijuana-related 
arrests in 2008, for example, 
just over 6,300 suspects 
were booked by federal law 
enforcement, or fewer than 1 
percent. □

Three experts who examined 
Conley said he was severely 
mentally ill, while a fourth 
who didn’t interview him said 
he believed Conley showed 
signs of being a psychopath. 


None of them believed he 
hadn’t known what he was 
doing was wrong. 

Defense attorneys had argued 
for leniency, saying Conley 
was mentally ill and had 
cooperated with investigators. 
But Dearbom-Ohio County 


Prosecutor Aaron Negangard, 
quoting Conley’s own words 
to police, argued the teen was 
a “monster” who should “rot 
in jail for the rest of his life.” 
He said Conner Conley’s age 
when he died made the longer 
sentence appropriate and 
argued that even a 65-year 
sentence was too short, since 
Conley could be released in 
about 30 years with credit for 
time served and education 
while in prison. 

Conley expressed remorse 
for his brother’s death during 
testimony at his sentencing 
hearing. “I am very sorry for 
murdering my little brother 
and I will never forget how 
much he meant to me and so 
many other people,” he said. 
“I still have no idea why this 
happened, but I really wish I 
did.” 

Conley told police he 
strangled his brother during 
what started as a wrestling 
match at their home in the 
small Ohio River town of 
Rising Sun. He wasn’t eligible 
for the death penalty because 
he was 17 when he killed his 
brother. Q

Pentagon warns gay troops 
to stay silent for now

WASHINGTON - The Defense Department is 
warning gay troops that speaking up could still 
get them in trouble. 

A new Pentagon memo says there is a “legally 
uncertain environment” while the Obama 
administration appeals a court ruling striking 
down the “don’t ask, don’t tell” law. 


The law banned gays from serving openly in 
the military. The Defense Department has said 
it will comply with the court order while the 
case winds its way through the legal system. 
But in a memo released Friday, the Pentagon’s 
top personnel chief says troops might suffer 
“adverse consequences for themselves or 
others” if they change their conduct and then 
the court’s decision is reversed. □ 


Government reports $1.3 trillion budget deficit

WASHINGTON - The Obama administration 
said Friday the federal deficit hit a near-record 
$1.3 trillion for the just-completed budget year. 
That means the government had to borrow 
37 cents out of every dollar it spent as tax 
revenues continued to lag while spending on 
food stamps and unemployment benefits went 
up as joblessness neared double-digit levels in 
a struggling economy. 

While expected, the eye-popping deficit 
numbers provide Republican critics of 
President Barack Obama’s fiscal stewardship 
with fresh ammunition less than three weeks 
ahead of the midterm congressional elections. 
The deficit was $122 billion less than last year, 
a modest improvement. 

Voter anger over deficits and spending are a 
big problem for Democrats this election year. 
Republicans are slamming Democrats — who 
face big losses in November — for votes on 
Obama’s $814 billion economic stimulus last 
year and on former President George W. Bush’s 
$700 billion bailout of Wall Street. 

Democrats say the recession would have been 
worse if the government hadn’t stepped in with 
those programs to prop up the economy. They 
also note that most of the bailout, which began 
during the previous administration and was 
supported by many Republicans in Congress, 
has been repaid. 

“The FY 2010 deficit remained elevated as a 
result of the severe economic recession, high 
unemployment, and the financial crisis inherited 
by the current administration,” Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner and acting White 


House budget director Jeffrey Zients said in a 
statement announcing the results. 

Rising deficits will present headaches for 
policymakers regardless of which party 
controls Congress after November. 

The administration is projecting that the deficit 
for the 2011 budget year, which began on Oct. 
1, will climb to $1.4 trillion. Over the next 
decade, it will total $8.47 trillion. Deficits of 
that size will constrain the administration’s 
agenda over the next two years and will 
certainly be an issue in the 2012 presidential 
race. 

“Since the Democrat majority has taken 
control of the nation’s checkbook, deficits have 
risen to staggering levels and will average $1 
trillion annually for the next decade under the 
president’s policies,” said Sen. Judd Gregg, 
R-N.H. 

“These abrupt and shocking changes in 
our fiscal situation cannot be dismissed as 
‘inherited’ problems when the tally of the 
majority’s spending spree has climbed into the 
trillions.” 

Government revenues rose by $57.4 billion in 
2010 compared to 2009, but more than two- 
thirds of that increase reflected higher payments 
from the Federal Reserve to the Treasury on all 
the investments the central bank has made to 
support the economy and the financial system 
during the recession. Income tax revenue fell 
slightly as unemployment stays near 10 percent 
nationwide, though corporate tax receipts were 
up almost 40 percent as the economy slowly 
pulls out of the worst recession since the Great 
Depression.

Soldier says ordered to delete Fort Hood videos

FORT HOOD, Texas - A 
soldier who recorded the terror 
of last year’s deadly shooting 
rampage in Fort Hood using 
his cell phone was ordered 
by an officer to delete both 
videos, a military court heard 
Friday. 

Under cross examination, 
Pfc. Lance Aviles told an 
Article 32 hearing that his 
noncommissioned officer 
ordered him to destroy the two 
videos on Nov. 5, the same day 
a gunman unleashed a volley 
of bullets inside a processing 
center at the Texas Army post. 
The footage could have been 
used as evidence at the military 


hearing to decide if Maj. Nidal 
Hasan should stand trial in the 
shootings. The 40-year-old 
American-born Muslim has 
been charged with 13 counts 
of premeditated murder 
and 32 counts of attempted 
premeditated murder. 
Twenty-nine witnesses over 
three days have appeared 
either in a courtroom or by 
video link. Prosecutors have 
not said whether they’ll seek 
the death penalty if the case 
goes to trial. 

Aviles described how he was 
waiting for medical tests at the 
center with his battle buddy, 
Pfc. Kham Xiong, when he 
heard someone shout. Then 
the gunshots began. 

He said he saw a tanned, 


balding man wearing an Army 
combat uniform and carrying 
a black pistol. 

“I saw smoke coming from the 
pistol,” Aviles told the court. 
The pair threw themselves 
to the floor. Aviles turned to 
his left to check Xiong and 
discovered his friend had been 
shot. 

“His head was facing the left 
and a shard of his skull was 
sticking up,” Aviles said. 
Xiong, a 23-year-old father 
of three from St. Paul, Minn., 
was among the 13 who died 
in the attack. Aviles, the 20th 
person to provide testimony at 
the hearing, was not hurt. 
Addressing the court via video 
link from Afghanistan, Spc. 
Megan Martin said she had 


been waiting to take medical 
tests when saw a man to 
her left stand up and shout 
“Allahu Akbar!” — “God is 
great!” in Arabic — then start 
firing a weapon. 

He “started shooting to the left 
of me in a fan motion, left to 
right,” Martin said. 

She described the weapon as 
“a small handgun (with) ... a 
green light and a red laser.” 
Capt. Melissa Kale said the 
gun was black and had “a red 
laser and a green laser.” 

Only one witness has testified 
that he saw two weapons. 
Kale, who also is serving in 
Afghanistan and spoke via 
satellite link, broke down in 
tears as she described how she 
tried to pull Sgt. Amy Krueger 
out of the line of fire. Twenty- 
nine-year-old Krueger was 
killed in the attack. 

“I tried to pull Sgt. Krueger 
with me,” she sobbed. “She 
didn’t move. I had to leave her 
there.” 

Also talking from Afghanistan 


and with the sound of jets 
flying overhead, Maj. Eric 
Torina testified that he 
saw Maj. Libardo Eduardo 
Caraveo just after he had been 
fatally shot, sitting in a chair 
as if he was still waiting for 
his medical exam. 

The motionless 52-year-old 
sat “with his head down like 
he was almost sleeping, but 
with a bullet hole in his head, 
dripping blood,” he said. 
Martin described how she 
saw Capt. John Gaffaney 
attempting to charge at the 
gunman to prevent further 
bloodshed. Gaffaney, a 
56-year-old psychiatric nurse 
preparing to deploy to Iraq, 
was shot at close range and 
died. 

“I could not look away. I laid 
as still as I could. I couldn’t 
stop watching. It was a 
nightmare that reoccurs,” said 
Martin, who belongs to the 
467th Medical Detachment 
— the unit that Hasan was 
supposed to deploy with. □ 


Former Vt. man settles suit 
over condom in Whopper

MONTPELIER, Vt. - A former Vermont 
man who claimed he bit into a Burger King 
sandwich and found an unwrapped condom 
has settled his lawsuit out of court, his lawyer 
said Friday. The attorney, Devin McLaughlin, 
said Friday that the details of the settlement 
are confidential and won’t be disclosed, but 
the owner-operator of the Rutland restaurant 
says forensic analysis of the object and 
surveillance video prove it didn’t originate in 
the Burger King. 

“That was, from our side, pretty conclusive,” 
said Joseph Zirkman, vice president and 
general counsel for Carrols Restaurant Group 
Inc., of Syracuse, N.Y. “They agreed to 
drop their claim and we agreed to drop our 
counterclaim. The parties agreed to pay their 
own legal costs, so you can draw your own 
conclusions.” 

In 2007, Van Miguel Hartless sued the store’s 


owners, who denied the claim and filed a 
countersuit. 

At the time, Hartless was a student at Green 
Mountain College. He claimed he bit into a 
Southwestern Whopper and found a condom, 
which he said caused him “sustained pain and 
suffering, vomiting, nightmares, mental and 
emotional distress” and medical expenses. 

He couldn’t be reached for comment Friday. 
He has since moved to El Paso, Texas, and 
efforts to reach him by telephone were 
unsuccessful Friday. He did not respond to a 
request for comment sent to him on Facebook, 
and his lawyer wouldn’t say where he lives or 
make him available for comment. 

“The lawsuit has been resolved upon terms 
acceptable to each of the parties, and those 
terms are confidential,” McLaughlin said. 
The Rutland Herald, which first reported 
the settlement Friday, says Hartless and the 
company asked a court on Oct. 6 to dismiss 
the case. □ 
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Factory involved in Hungary sludge flood restarts

BUDAPEST, Hungary (AP) 
— Production restarted 
Friday at the metals plant 
whose broken reservoir 
unleashed a massive flood 
of caustic red sludge, even 
as villagers began returning 
to one of the affected 
towns in western Hungary 
despite warnings from 
environmentalists that it was 
too early and too dangerous 


to return. 

Some 800 Kolontar residents 
were evacuated last Saturday 
after authorities said a wall 
of the factory reservoir could 
collapse further, releasing a 
second wave of red sludge 
after a calamitous break Oct. 
4 created a deadly torrent. 
Nine people died in the toxic 
flood and around 50 are 
still hospitalized, several in 
serious condition. 

On Friday, about 30 people

were driven to Kolontar in 
buses from a sports arena 
in the nearby town of 
Ajka, where they had been 
staying. 

“Others are returning in their 
own vehicles from the homes 
of friends and relatives in 
the area,” disaster agency 
spokeswoman Gyorgyi 
Tottos said. 

The plant at the center of 
the catastrophe, the Ajkai 
Timfoldgyar metals plant 
belonging to MAL Rt., or 
the Hungarian Aluminum 
Production and Trade Co., 
restarted operations late 
Friday. 

“As a result of preparatory 
tasks, the restart of the 
technological processes 
at the plant has begun,” 
said Timea Petroczi, a 
spokeswoman for Gyorgy 
Bakondi, a former head 
of the national disaster 
agency who was appointed 
by the government to take 
temporary control of MAL 
Rt. 

“It will take a maximum of 
four days to reach normal 
operations. Full capacity 
will be reached next 
Tuesday.” 

Bakondi and an 18-member 
committee now have a 
decisive say in all aspects 
of the company and were 
talking with managers 


about how best to ramp up 
operations at the plant, which 
employs 1,100 people. 
Aprotective wall of dolomite 
and earth — 610 yards long, 
with an average height of 
nearly 9 feet — has been 
built in Kolontar to shield 
the area from further spills 
of the red sludge, a highly 
caustic waste produced when 
making alumina, which is 
used to make aluminum. 
“We just got back into our 
house and we’re going to 
stay,” Peter Veingartner, 
a 31-year-old body shop 
mechanic, told The 
Associated Press over the 
phone from Kolontar. “It 
seems that most people are 
coming back to Kolontar ... 
even those who lost their 
homes say they want to 
rebuild here.” 

Trucks carrying rubble were 
all over town and the home of 
Veingartner’s aunt, Erzsebet, 
was among those being 
tom down, either because 
they were considered 
uninhabitable or stood in the 
way of the protective wall. 
Veingartner’s house was on 
high ground and untouched 
by the flood. 

“The streets are being 
constantly sprinkled and 
they’re bulldozing the 
houses in the area that can’t 
be salvaged, so there’s still a 
lot of dust,” he said. 
Authorities refused to let 
journalists into Kolontar on 
Friday. 

Greenpeace said it was too 
early to send residents back 
into Kolontar or restart the 
alumina plant because there 
was not enough data yet on 
the area’s safety. 

“The exact causes of 
last week’s red sludge 
catastrophe still have not 
been clarified,” Greenpeace 
Hungary said. 

Greenpeace also warned 
about the high levels of 
airborne dust from the 
demolition work and the red 
sludge, which was starting 
to dry up. 

“No reassuring information 
has come to light that would 
support the safety of staying 


in Kolontar in the long 
term,” Greenpeace said. 
“No one has released exact 
data about the short- and 
long-term effects of the high 
content of fine dust in the 
air.” 

Tottos, the disaster agency 
spokeswoman, said it 
was mandatory to wear 
protective masks in the area, 
but the rule was not being 
strictly enforced. 

Estimates of the amount of 
red sludge still in storage 
at the plant in Ajka range 
between 20 million and 30 
million metric tons. 

In theory, the red sludge 
is put into a holding pond, 
where water evaporates and 
turns it into a hardpack that 
can be used for constmction 
projects. In practice, that is 
not happening in Hungary 
— when one enormous 
waste pond gets frill, another 
one is built. 

“There is no recycling of the 
dried up red mud in Hungary, 
although some unsuccessful 
attempts were made in the 
past,” Gyorgy Banvolgyi, a 
senior engineer with nearly 
40 years of experience in the 
aluminum industry, told the 
AP. 

He said Hungary’s alumina 
producers have taken the 
position that “the red mud 
may be used for other 
purposes down the road, but 
as there is no profitable use 
for it so far, so for lack of a 
better alternative, they are 
storing it.” 

Police—who on Wednesday 
had to release MAL Rt.’s 
managing director Zoltan 
Bakonyi after a judge 
ruled there was insufficient 
evidence against him — 
said Friday they had tried to 
question the plant’s technical 
director, Jozsef Deak, but he 
refused to testify. 

Deak, who was released by 
authorities on Thursday, 
is suspected of public 
endangerment and causing 
damage to the environment, 
charges similar to those 
faced by Bakonyi before the 
court decision. □

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Mexican marine, three 
gunmen killed In shootout

MONTERREY, Mexico 
(AP) — Mexican marines 
battled suspected drug cartel 
gunmen whose allies erected 
at least a dozen roadblocks 
in the northeastern city of 
Monterrey, authorities said 
Friday. One marine and three 
gunmen were killed. 

The gunmen opened fire and 
threw grenades at a marine 
patrol Thursday night on a 
highway on the western city 
limits, according to a Navy 
statement. 

At the same time, gang 
members used buses and 
other vehicles to block at 
least a dozen main avenues 
in downtown Monterrey, said 
Alejandro Garza y Garza, the 
attorney general of Nuevo 
Leon state, where Mexico’s 
third-largest city is located. 
Such blockades have become 
a common cartel tactic across 


northeastern Mexico to 
impede security forces from 
calling in reinforcements 
during shootouts. The region 
has become one of Mexico’s 
most violent this year since a 
turf war broke out between the 
Gulf cartel and its former ally, 
the Zetas gang of hit men. 

The Navy statement said 
it suspected the gunmen 
belonged to the Zetas. 

Three marines were wounded, 
the Navy said. Two of the three 
gunmen who died perished 
when their car caught fire 
during the shootout. Marines 
seized three assault rifles, two 
handguns and ammunition 
after the gunfight. 

The battle erupted just as 
Nuevo Leon state Gov. 
Rodrigo Medina was giving a 
speech at the Monterrey city 
hall on his first year in office. 
“Many states, including 
ours, have been affected by 
the battles between criminal 


groups and between those 
groups and the authorities,” 
Medina told an audience that 
included federal Public Safety 
Secretary Genaro Garcia 
Luna. “This is a war that we 
did not start, that we did not 
bring to Nuevo Leon but that 
we must face.” 

Also Friday, Garza y Garza 
announced the arrest of two 
suspects in a grenade attack 
two weeks ago that injured 15 
people at a plaza in Guadalupe, 
a town outside of Monterrey. 
Garza y Garza said a tip 
led to the capture of two 
men who have confessed to 
participating in the attack. He 
said the person who gave the 
tip would get a 225,000 peso 
($18,000) reward. 

One of the men, a 21-year- 
old, said he was paid more 
than $5,000 pesos ($400) to 
accompany two other men to 
the plaza, Garza y Garza said. 
The man said they got out of 


an SUV and one of the other 
men tossed the grenade. 

The second suspect said he 
was asked to circle around the 
plaza twice in a separate car to 
ensure no police were around, 
Garza y Garza said. 

Six children, the youngest 3 
years old, were among those 
injured. 

It remained unclear if the 
assailants were deliberately 
targeting innocent bystanders. 
Garza y Garza said 
investigators were unsure 


Associated Press 
of the motive but were 
searching for three other 
suspects who might provide 
answers, including the gang’s 
ringleader. 

He said police know which 
gang the assailants belong 
to but declined to name it 
to avoid undermining the 
investigation. 

Garza y Garza previously has 
said the attack may have been 
the work of drug cartels trying 
to cause chaos in revenge for 
recent arrests.Q

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Swiss celebrate digging world’s longest tunnel

SEDRUN, Switzerland (AP) 

— Workers hugged, cheered 
and set off fireworks as the 
huge drill broke through the 
last stretch of rock deep in the 
Swiss Alps. There was delight 
at the end of the tunnel — the 
world’s longest — when it 
was completed Friday. 

The $10 billion, 35.4-mile 
tube will connect Europe’s 
high-speed rail network and 
is part of a larger effort to cut 
in half the number of trucks 

— now at 1.2 million — that 
thunder through the Alps each 
year. 

The joy and pride felt 
throughout Switzerland over 
digging the Gotthard Base 
Tunnel reflected the one 
cause that unites the country’s 
wealthy city dwellers with 
those living in traditional 
villages: Protecting the beauty 
of the mountains. 

“Together we risked a 
lot,” said Swiss Transport 
Minister Moritz Leuenberger. 
“Together we achieved a lot.” 
TV stations across Europe 
showed the event live. The 
embraces and cheers by the 
hard-hatted workers brought 
to mind the successful rescue 
of 33 trapped miners earlier 
this week in Chile. 

Swiss voters approved the 
tunnel’s construction in a 
series of referendums almost 
20 years ago. Despite some 
criticism at the cost — almost 
$1,300 for every citizen — 
the proposal passed by a wide 
margin. 

Leuenberger, who is also in 
charge of environment issues, 


praised Swiss voters and 
took a swipe at neighboring 
Germany, where popular 
opposition threatens to halt 
the construction of new 
high-speed rail links and 
underground train stations. 
“Today proves how 
sustainable, strong and 
efficient our direct democracy 
is,” he told miners, VIPs and 
reporters amid the raucous 
underground celebrations. 

His words were echoed by 
one of the 2,500 workers who 
toiled for more than a decade. 
Dieter Meyer, an electrician 
from Germany, expressed 
his awe that Switzerland 
— a country of just under 8 
million people — had chosen 
to pursue such an ambitious 
project. 

Meyer said Germans should 


reconsider their opposition 
to new rail projects if they 
are serious about protecting 
the environment and halting 
climate change. 

“This tunnel is the future,” 
he told The Associated Press. 
“In Germany, the people in 
Stuttgart should really think 
about whether they want 
to protest against the new 
project.” 

Protesters in the southwest 
German city oppose plans 
to move Stuttgart’s station 
underground, viewing the 
€4.1 billion ($5.7 billion) 
project as a waste of money. 
Supporters say it will free up 
the city’s packed center and 
help shorten journeys across 
Europe. 

Peter Fueglistaler, director of 
the Swiss Federal Office of 


Associated Press 
Transport, insisted Friday that 
“our neighbors in Germany 
and Italy will have to fulfill 
their promise and provide 
high-speed rail links” that 
are meant to link the Dutch 
port of Rotterdam to its 
Mediterranean counterpart 
Genoa in Italy. 

Already Switzerland 

transports some 62 percent of 
freight by rail — far more than 
any of its neighbors. 

Mindful that heavy goods 
traffic has contributed to the 
steady erosion harming fragile 
Alpine plants and animals — 
as well as cherished scenery 

— Switzerland has been 
tunneling through the Alps for 
decades. 

The Gotthard Base Tunnel 

— first conceived in 1947 by 
engineer Eduard Gruner — 


beats Japan’s Seikan Tunnel, 
which is 33.5 miles. 

Other tunnels, including the 
recently completed 21.5-mile 
Loetschberg Base Tunnel, 
complete an underground 
network that few other 
countries can rival. 

“I hope that this tunnel will 
have lots of brothers in the 
Alps,” Leuenberger said. 
His European colleagues, 
watching the ceremony live 
at a meeting in Luxembourg, 
will have recognized the 
reference to other projects in 
France, Italy and Austria still 
many years from completion. 
Switzerland’s dependence 
on its neighbors to play their 
part in the plan for a cross- 
European high-speed rail 
network was mirrored Friday 
in the many different flags 
waved by workers in the 
newly carved hole under the 
mountains. 

First among them was foreman 
Hubert Baer, an Austrian. 
“This is the most wonderful 
moment in my 36 years 
of tunnel building,” Baer 
said, surrounded by Italian, 
Portuguese and Turkish 
workers. 

Many paid tribute to the eight 
men who died working in the 
tunnel over the years. Some 
also took time to congratulate 
their colleagues on the other 
side of the world in Chile, 
who rescued 33 men from a 
collapsed mine earlier this 
week. “That was fantastic 
for us, too,” said Juergen 
Sandtner, another Austrian. “It 
was huge. That they managed 
to get them all out alive again 
was a great achievement. ”□

Israeli police arrest suspect in NY murder

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli police on Friday 
arrested a U.S. citizen who flew to Israel after 
allegedly stabbing his parents to death in their 
New York home earlier this week. 

Police spokesman Micky Rosenfeld said 
police detained the man at Israel’s Ben-Gurion 
International Airport while he was trying to 
buy a plane ticket. Police are questioning the 
suspect, who will remain in custody while 
Israel coordinates his extradition to the U.S. 
The New York Police Department identified 
the man as Eric Bellucci of Staten Island, N.Y. 
His parents, Arthur and Marian, were found 
dead earlier this week. 

Rosenfeld said police had been searching for 


Bellucci for nearly 24 hours in coordination 
with the NYPD. Israeli TV footage showed 
police hauling an unshaven, woozy Bellucci 
from the airport into a van. His eyes were shut 
and he did not resist. 

Bellucci is not an Israeli citizen, and it was 
unclear why he had traveled to Israel. 

Liron Cohen, an airport check-in attendant, 
told Israel’s Channel 10 the man “appeared 
unstable, spoke to himself and wasn’t sure 
what he wanted” when he was at her counter. 
He tried to buy a one-way ticket on a Turkish 
airline to Beijing via Istanbul, but his credit 
card was rejected, she said. When he offered 
to return with cash, she checked his passport, 
called her supervisors and security detained 
him, she said. □

Dutch prosecutors seek 
acquittal of anti-Islam pol

AMSTERDAM (AP) — 
Dutch prosecutors asked 
judges Friday to acquit 
anti-Islam politician Geert 
Wilders on all charges 
of inciting hate and 
discrimination against 
Muslims, in a case seen as 
testing the limits of free 
speech versus religious 
freedom. 

The move by prosecutors 
signaled their belief the case 
against Wilders was weak, 
although judges could still 
disagree and convict him. 
The defense begins its case 
next week and a verdict is 
scheduled for next month. 
The case is being 
closely watched in many 
European countries, where 
immigration has created a 
backlash of anti-Muslim 
sentiment and boosted 
nationalist parties that 
are outspokenly negative 
toward Islam and Muslims. 
Muslims complained to 
Dutch authorities that 
Wilders crossed the line 
when, among many slurs, he 


compared Islam to Naziism 
and the Quran to Hitler’s 
manifesto, Mein Kampf. 
Prosecutors told the court 
that Wilders’ statements 
may be “hurtful” or 
“insulting” to Muslims, but 
there was insufficient proof 
to convict him of trying to 
polarize Dutch society into 
antagonistic groups. He has 
never called for violence. 
Wilders, who had frowned 
throughout Friday’s 

hearing, broke into a wide 
smile as the prosecutors 
concluded by running 
through the charges against 
him and asking for acquittal 
on each. 

“I don’t insult, I don’t incite 
hate, I don’t discriminate,” 
he said outside the 
courtroom afterward. “The 
only thing I do, and will 
keep on doing, is speaking 
the truth.” 

In her summation, 
prosecutor Birgit van 
Roessel said Wilders’ 
statements were made as 
part of the public debate 
“about the immigration and 
integration of nonwestem 


foreigners, especially 
Muslims.” 

“Standpoints can vary 
considerably and emotions 
can run high, but ... it is 
a debate that it must be 
possible to have,” she said. 
In one example cited 
by prosecutors, Wilders 
wrote in a 2007 opinion 
piece: “I’ve had enough of 
Islam in the Netherlands; 
let not one more Muslim 
immigrate,” and urged that 
the Quran be banned. 

The prosecutors said that 
statement, like others, was 
within the legal bounds of 
public debate. 

Many ofWilders ’ statements 
seemed to denounce Islam 
as an ideology or its the 
growing influence in the 
Netherlands, rather than 
being intended as an abuse 
of Muslims as a people or 
group, Van Roessel said. 
Prosecutors had initially 
declined to press charges

against Wilders at all, but 
were ordered to do so 
by an appeals court that 
ruled there was significant 
evidence against him. 
Muslims, mostly from 

Morocco and Turkey, 

comprise about 6 percent 
of the Netherlands’ 16.5 
million population. 

If convicted, he could be 
sentenced to up to a year in 
jail, though a fine is more 
likely. 

A right-wing government 
that depends on Wilders’ 
Freedom Party to reach 
a one-vote majority in 
parliament took office on 


Thursday, making him 
one of the nation’s most 
powerful politicians. 
Although not a member 
of the ruling coalition, 
many of his election planks 
have been incorporated in 
the plans of the minority 
Cabinet. They include 
measures to turn away more 
asylum seekers, halve the 
number of new immigrants 
from nonwestem countries, 
ban the public wearing of 
face-concealing Muslim 
garb and force immigrants 
to pay for their own 
mandatory citizenship 
classes.□

Liverpool sold to

LONDON (AP) — Liverpool was sold to the owners of the 
Boston Red Sox on Friday after a bitter trans-Atlantic court 
fight over the storied English club with the previous American 
owners. 

The 300 million pound ($476 million) deal with New England 
Sports Ventures ends the turbulent three-year ownership by 
Tom Hicks and George Gillett Jr. 

The sale finally went through after Hicks and Gillett withdrew 
the temporary restraining order blocking the sale they had 
obtained in a Texas court. But they vowed to pursue a claim for 
$1.6 billion in damages. 

The deal came on the day set as the deadline for repayment of 
the club’s debts to the Royal Bank of Scotland and Wells Fargo, 
which have risen to around 285 million pounds.

NEW YORK (AP) — 
Memories of being 
steamrolled by the 
Baltimore Ravens in the 
NFL playoffs last January 
are motivating the New 
England Patriots for their 
rematch on Sunday. 

That 33-14 loss was the 
Patriots’ worst in the 
playoffs since Bill Belichick 
became coach in 2000. 

“It still weighs on us,” 
linebacker Jerod Mayo said. 
“It was a very disappointing 
loss. It ended our season 
and they’re coming back to 
New England. Hopefully, 
it’s not the same outcome.” 
The Ravens return to 
Gillette Stadium with an 
improved offense and the 
best record in the league at 
4-1. Their defense is just 
as fierce and formidable as 
ever, having allowed the 
fourth fewest points per 
game and the third fewest 
total yards. 

Patriots quarterback Tom 
Brady has a chance to 
surpass John Elway for 
second-most consecutive 
regular-season wins at home 
with 23 — Brett Favre set 
the mark with 25 for Green 
Bay — but he knows a win 
over the Ravens will have 
to be well-earned. 

“They do try to cause 
some confusion,” Brady 
said. “Sometimes you’re 
snapping the ball not quite 
sure if you have everything 
picked up, but you have 
to do the best you can do 
against a defense like this. I 
think that’s why they’re one 
of the best defenses in the 


league.” 

New England will play 
its first game without star 
receiver Randy Moss, who 
was traded to Minnesota 
just before the Patriots had 
their bye. They brought 
back Deion Branch, the 
2005 Super Bowl MVP, in 
a deal with Seattle. 

The Patriots’ offense will 
need to keep up with the 
Ravens’ balanced unit that 
has become particularly 
dangerous through the 
air with the addition of 
standout receiver Anquan 
Boldin. Pittsburgh 

Steelers quarterback Ben 
Roethlisberger finally 
returns to action against 
the Cleveland Browns 
following his four-game 
suspension for violating 
the NFL’s personal conduct 
policy. The Steelers 
impressively won three 
of their four games in 
Roethlisberger’s absence, 
buoyed by a defense 
reminiscent of the vintage 
Steel Curtain of the 1970s 
and a strong running 
game. The big question is 
how much, if at all, they 
open up the offense with 
Roethlisberger behind 
center? 

The Browns, against whom 
Roethlisberger played his 
last regular season game on 
Jan. 3, aren’t likely to open 
up anything with the ball 
if quarterback Colt McCoy 
has to make his NFL debut. 
The Atlanta Falcons, the 
best team in the NFC, visit 
the Philadelphia Eagles 
having discovered a defense 
to go with a balanced attack 
centered on running back 


Michael Turner and wide 
receiver Roddy White, 
who leads the conference 
with 37 receptions and was 
second in yards (463). 
Philadelphia, despite 
its revolving door at 
quarterback, has conceded 
only one interception. But 
whether Kevin Kolb or 
Michael Vick is doing the 
throwing, the Eagles need a 
spark at home, where they 
are 0-2. 

The Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers, at 3-1, can 
make a real statement 
about their continuing 
development with a home 
win over the New Orleans 
Saints. 

Is New Orleans in the midst 
of a Super Bowl hangover? 
The defense is somewhat 
improved, but the once- 


potent offense isn’t making 
big plays like it did in 2009. 
And the Saints can’t run 
the ball with Pierre Thomas 
and Reggie Bush injured. 
Elsewhere on Sunday, it’s 
Dallas at Minnesota; Kansas 
City at Houston; Miami at 
Green Bay; Indianapolis at 
Washington; the New York 


Jets at Denver; Seattle at 
Chicago; Oakland at San 
Francisco; Detroit at the 
New York Giants; and San 
Diego at St. Louis. 
Monday’s game has 
Te nn essee at Jacksonville. 
Off this week are Buffalo,

Doc and the Freak: opposites 
with similar success

PHILADELPHIA - Roy Halladay and Tim 
Lincecum have little in common except 
performance on the mound. 

Nicknamed the Freak, Lincecum is a shaggy- 
haired, skinny kid who looks more like a bat 
boy than one of the best pitchers in the majors. 
Known as Doc, the bearded Halladay is 
bigger, stronger and can probably pass for a 
professor. 

Lincecum is quirky. He has an unorthodox 
delivery, doesn’t ice his arm, and munches 
on treats like Philly cheesesteaks or ice cream 
before starts. 

Halladay is robotic. He has perfect mechanics, 
a tireless work ethic and doesn’t let anything 
prevent him from following his routine. 
Who’s the better pitcher? 

They’ll showcase their stuff when the San 
Francisco Giants play the two-time NL 
champion Philadelphia Phillies in Game 1 of 
the league championship series on Saturday 
night at Citizens Bank Park. 

“It’s going to be a tremendous matchup,” 
Giants manager Bruce Bochy said Friday. 
“You have two of the best pitchers in the 
game. We have all the respect for Halladay. 
Tremendous command in the strike zone, 
great stuff, great competitor. And, we have a 
good one going, too. 

Two different styles. Their guy’s probably a 
little bit more conventional than Tim with his 
unique delivery. But when it comes down to 
it, he’s in the same position. They have four- 
plus pitches they can throw at any time with 
good command.” 

Both pitchers were sensational in their 
postseason debuts last week. 

Halladay threw the second no-hitter in 
postseason history in Philadelphia’s 4-0 
victory over Cincinnati. A day later, Lincecum 
tossed a two-hitter with 14 strikeouts in San 
Francisco’s 1-0 win over Atlanta. 

Neither guy expects an encore. It doesn’t 
mean they’re not trying. 

“That’s the beauty of it. I don’t look at it as 
pressure. I look at it as a challenge,” Halladay 
said. “Getting to this point, you put in so 
much work to get here that once you do, it’s 
been nothing but excitement. And you don’t 
feel like there’s a certain standard you have 
to live up to. I feel like I need to go out and 
pitch the way that I normally pitch, execute 
pitches and be aggressive. It’s been nothing 
but a challenge and something I look forward 
to. I just haven’t felt the pressure of having to 
live up to something or do something.” 
Lincecum certainly won’t be overwhelmed by 
the spotlight. 

“You get a taste of what it’s like to play in 
postseason ball. I think it can’t do anything 
but help me,” he said about his success in his 
first start. “I feel like the All-Star game last 
year helped me prepare for the postseason 
scenario, just with the heightened atmosphere 


and how crazy it gets. But my approach on this 
game is the same as any other start Obviously, 
it’s a big game. But I don’t want to get too 
overamped. I want to take it just like any other 
start.” 

Halladay lived up to enormous expectations in 
his first season in Philadelphia after 12 years 
with Toronto. The 33-year-old right-hander 
finished 21-10 with a 2.44 ERA. He tied CC 
Sabathia for most wins and led the majors in 
complete games (nine), shutouts (four) and 
innings (250 2-3). 

Halladay threw a perfect game in May, made 
his seventh All-Star game and is the leading 
candidate to win his second Cy Young Award. 
While Lincecum is freakish in that he doesn’t 
follow standard practices, Halladay goes 
overboard. He’s legendary for his workout 
routine that starts at 5:30 a.m. EDT. 

“There’s never a guarantee of whether a guy’s 
going to be good or not, or how good he can 
be,” Halladay said. “It just kind of happens. 
I think there’s a lot of internal makeup that’s 
involved. But it’s a great part about this game. 
You don’t have to be 6-9 and 280 pounds to be 
a defensive lineman. You can take all different 
shapes and sizes and do the job. So that’s what 
makes it fun.” 

Cole Hamels, the 2008 World Series MVP, 
said he tried working out with Halladay once 
in spring training. He didn’t make it back for 
another day. 

“It’s insanity. I have a newborn. I needed 
every minute of sleep I can get it,” Hamels 
said. 

“He gets there at 5:30. That means he’s up at 
4:30. That’s the personality he has and he’s 
had success with it.” 

Even after throwing a no-hitter, Halladay 
didn’t take a break from his normal day. 
He turned down an invitation to David 
Letterman’s “Late Show” and other media 
appearances. 

“As far as who he is and how he goes about 
things and what makes him good, those are 
the things that I feel like I’ve learned about 
him,” Phillies manager Charlie Manuel said. 
“And the things that I think are better than 
what I really imagined was definitely his 
command and his routine. It’s so regimented, 
He’s so focused and everything.” 

Lincecum, the reigning two-time Cy Young 
Award winner, had an up-and-down year after 
emerging as the most dominant pitcher in 
the league in his first two full seasons. The 
26-year-old righty rebounded in September 
after a career-worst five-start losing streak in 
August, and finished 16-10 with a 3.43 ERA. 
The Halladay-Lincecum matchup is the 
marquee pitching duel in a series that features 
a handful of aces. San Francisco flip-flopped 
its Nos. 2 and 3 starters, and will send 
Jonathan Sanchez against three-time All- 
Star Roy Oswalt in Game 2. Matt Cain faces 
Hamels when the series shifts to AT&T Park 
on Tuesday.Q

SHANGHAI (AP) — The ATP Tour 
may shorten its 11-month season by 
two or three weeks from 2012 to give 
players more rest and help them avoid 
injuries and burnout. 

“We are taking a good, hard look at our 
calendar to see if there is a meaningful 
way to lengthen the offseason that 
would allow players more time for 
rest, fitness and working on their 
game,” spokeswoman Kate Gordon 
said on Friday. 

The ATP board of directors will meet 
during the ATP Tour World Finals 
in London next month to vote on 
schedules for the 2012 and 2013 
seasons. Some of the proposals being 
considered would shorten the calendar 
by two or three weeks. 

“The issue of season length has been 
around for a long time and there is no 
quick fix, but we are committed to 
giving it real consideration,” Gordon 
said. 


The top players have advocated for a 
shorter tournament calendar for years. 
Rafael Nadal, who admitted to being 
tired this week after playing three 
tournaments in a row and 16 overall 
this year, has suggested allowing the 
top players to stop playing after the 
final top-tier Masters events in the 
autumn and forgo late-season smaller 
tournaments without having to worry 
about giving up ranking points. 

“The perfect schedule is if you have 
the chance to play and you have the 
chance not to play,” he said at the 
Shanghai Masters this week. 

Andy Roddick, too, has wanted longer 
offseasons for players. 

“I’ve been pretty upfront with saying 
I think (the schedule) is too long,” he 
said in Shanghai. “I think luckily our 
voices seem to be getting to the point 
where they’re being heard.” 

Roger Federer, playing his 14th event 
of the year in Shanghai, also supported 


a shorter tour, but realized the top 
players were in a better position to 
pick and choose their tournaments 
than others who were chasing money 
and higher rankings. 

“It’s a smart idea to cut the calendar 
short without hurting too many 
tournaments, and I hope that we can 
reach a good agreement there,” he 
said. 

“I don’t remember the year finishing 
so late ever. But it’s what it is. I think 
if the season is long, you have more 
breaks in the season than you do 
normally, if you’re smart about it. If 
you ran after points and tournaments, 
it’s normal that the season becomes 
endless. 

“I can live with either one. I think if 
you’re injured for a period of time, 
you can get some points down the 
stretch and your ranking is not going 
to drop like a stone.”□

Federer routed No. 5-ranked 
Robin Soderling 6-1, 6-1 
in the Shanghai Masters 
quarterfinals on Friday. 

Novak Djokovic and Andy 
Murray also cruised into the 
semifinals, while unseeded 
Juan Monaco of Argentina 
took nearly three hours to oust 
Jurgen Melzer of Austria, who 
beat top-ranked Rafael Nadal 
on Thursday. 

Federer and Djokovic will 
meet on Saturday for the 17th 
time, and the first since their 
stunning U.S. Open semifinal 
when Djokovic saved two 
match points in a five-set 
victory. Soderling’s 14th loss 
in 15 matches against Federer 
was his worst yet, and it was 
his heaviest defeat overall 
since April 2009 when the 
Swede took only one game off 
Nadal at the Rome Masters. 
Federer, who barely missed 
on Friday, punctuated his 
54-minute performance with 
a Pete Sampras-like jumping 
smash after Soderling tried to 
flick a lob over him.

Cyclists contemplate protest 
at Giro di lombardia 


MILAN (AP) — The last major race of the 
cycling season could start with a protest, 
with riders contemplating a 10-minute delay 
at Saturday’s Giro di Lombardia after Italy’s 
anti-doping prosecutor suggested all cyclists 
use drugs. 

Defending champion Philippe Gilbert told the 
Gazzetta dello Sport that fellow cyclist Roman 
Kreuziger recently phoned him to discuss a 
possible protest. 

Gilbert said a protest would be “a way to show 
that cycling is not synonymous with doping, 
rather that it’s actually cleaner than a lot of 
other (sports), and definitely the sport that has 
fought against doping the most.” 

Race organizer RCS Sport has also organized 
a symposium on “the ethics of cycling,” in 
conjunction with the single-day classic. 

In his first interview in two years, prosecutor 
Ettore Torri told The Associated Press last 
week that legalizing doping would be a 
possible solution if that didn’t harm the health 
of cyclists. 

He said anti-doping authorities prosecute only 
a small percentage of offenders. 

Torri’s comments came following four years 
of doping cases against prominent cyclists 
like Ivan Basso, Danilo Di Luca, Alessandro 
Petacchi and Riccardo Ricco — and a week 


after Tour de France winner Alberto Contador 
was reported to have tested positive. 

In the interview, Torri also pointed out 
that when a test is developed to find a new 
substance, that doesn’t eliminate the drug’s 
use among dopers. 

“There are always ways to use micro dosages 
that are not discovered in tests,” Torri said. 
“These trainers are really good at their jobs 
and they’re able to prescribe just enough of the 
drug that it remains under the banned levels.” 
Not everyone supports a protest. 

“While I disagree with Torri’s statements, 
STRONGLY, I don’t understand how delaying 
a race counters his incorrect information?” 
Garmin-Transitions chief executive Jonathan 
Vaughters tweeted. 

Vaughters, a former teammate of Lance 
Armstrong, added that he didn’t think anyone 
from his team had been informed of the 
protest. 

Gilbert won Thursday’s warmup race, the 
Gran Piemonte, and is favored for another 
win in the Lombardia. His top challengers 
are 2009 world champion Cadel Evans, Frank 
Schleck and recent Spanish Vuelta winner 
Vincenzo Nibali. 

The hilly race begins in Milan and follows a 
162-mile route to the finish in Como. □

Hicks said Royal Bank of 
Scotland refused to allow him 
to repay Liverpool’s debts to 
prevent the sale. 

“This was a conspiracy of 
the British Establishment — 
Royal Bank of Scotland — 
our chairman (Broughton) 
and our highly compensated 


employees,” Hicks told The 
Associated Press. 

RBS was partly nationalized 
in 2008, with the British 
government taking an 84 
percent stake after it was 
brought to the brink of collapse 
by the global economic crisis. 
“This outcome not only 
devalues the club but it also will 
result in long-term uncertainty 
for the fans, players and 
everyone who loves this sport 
because all legal recourses 
will be pursued,” said Steve 
Stodghill, the Texas attorney 
representing Hicks and 
Gillett. “Mr. Hicks and Mr. 
Gillett pledged to pay the debt 
to RBS so that the Club could 
avoid administration that was 
threatened by RBS. That offer 
was rejected. 

“It is a tragic development 
that others will claim as a 
victory. This means it won’t 
be resolved the way it should 
be resolved. My clients 
worked tirelessly to resolve 
these issues but RBS would 
not listen to any reasonable 
solution and the directors 
acted selfishly and illegally.” 
The statement said Hicks and 
Gillett would apply “all of 
their legal energies” toward 
securing $1.6 billion in

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Disfiguring tropical disease surges in Afghanistan

KABUL, Afghanistan - An 
outbreak of a tropical disease 
caused by sand fly bites that 
leaves disfiguring skin sores 
has hit Afghanistan, with 
tens of thousands of people 
infected, health officials said 
Friday. 

Cutaneous leishmanisis is a 
parasitic disease transmitted 
by the female phlebotomine 
sand fly — an insect only 2-3 
millimeters long that requires 
the blood of humans or animals 
so its eggs can develop. 
Treatable with medication and 
not life-threatening, cutaneous 
leishmanisis can leave severe 
scars on the bodies of victims. 
The disease threatens 13 
million people in Afghanistan, 
the World Health Organization 
said, and many impoverished 
Afghan victims can’t afford 
the medication to treat it. 

In Kabul — described by the 


WHO as “the world capital of 
cutaneous leishmaniasis” — 
the number of cases jumped 
from an estimated 17,000 
a year in the early 2000s to 
65,000 in 2009, WHO said. 
Most victims are women 
and children. WHO said 
women and children are 
more vulnerable because they 
mostly live indoors at night, 
where the sand flies prefer to 
bite, and are therefore more 
susceptible than men who are 
generally outside the home. 
Peter Graaff, WHO 
representative to Afghanistan, 
told The Associated Press 
on Friday that the stigma 
and shame attached to the 
disfiguring disease results 
in underreporting, and the 
number of infected people is 
likely much higher. 

“This number is likely to be 
the tip of the iceberg as cases 
are grossly underreported,” 
said Graaff. 


An outbreak has occurred in a 
small village in western Herat 
province’s Kohsan district 
with 63 people infected since 
August, Graaff said. 

The cause of the outbreak 
was unknown and a WHO 
team has been dispatched to 
investigate, he said. 

The sand flies proliferate 
from June to September. They 
thrive in unsanitary conditions 
such as piles of garbage and 
debris, though bed nets offer 
protection from their bites. 
As the disfiguring sores grow 
larger, many suffer social 
stigmatization. 

“The high cost of treatment 
makes it difficult to integrate 
anti-Leishmaniasis drugs,” 
said Dr. Suraya Dalil, acting 
minister of public health. 
“I urge donors to take this 
cause seriously, as it causes 
unnecessary suffering 

amongst a large number of 
Afghans.”

Walking 6 to 9 Miles a Week May Help Save Memory

Walking about six miles a week appears to protect 
against brain shrinkage in old age, which in turn helps 
stem the onset of memory problems and cognitive 
decline, new research reveals. 

“We have always been in search of the drug or the 
magic pill to help treat brain disorders,” noted Kirk 
I. Erickson, an assistant professor of psychology 
at the University of Pittsburgh and the study’s lead 
author. “But really what we are after may be, at least 
partially, even simpler than that. Just by walking 
regularly, and so maintaining a little bit of moderate 
physical activity, you can reduce your likelihood 
of developing Alzheimer’s disease and [can] spare 
brain tissue.” 

A report on the research, which was supported by the 
U.S. National Institute on Aging, is published online 
Oct. 13 in Neurology. 

Erickson and his colleagues began tracking the 
physical activity and cognitive (or thinking) 
patterns of nearly 300 adults in 1989. At the start, 
all participants were in good cognitive health, they 
averaged 78 years old and about two-thirds were 
women. The researchers charted how many blocks 
each person walked in a week. 

Nine years later, they were given a high-resolution 
MRI scan to measure brain size. All were deemed to 
be “cognitively normal.” 


But four years after that, testing showed that a little 
more than one-third of the participants had developed 
mild cognitive impairment or dementia. 

By correlating cognitive health, brain scans and 
walking patterns, the research team found that being 
more physically active appeared to marginally lower 
the risk for developing cognitive impairment. 

But more specifically, they concluded that the more 
someone walks, the more gray matter tissue the 
person will have a decade or more down the road in 
regions of the brain — namely the hippocampus, the 
inferior frontal gyrus and the supplementary motor 
area — that are central to cognition. 

And among the more physically active participants 
who had retained more gray matter a decade out, the 
chances of developing cognitive impairment were 
cut in half, the study found. 

However, the researchers stressed that the relationship 
between walking and gray matter volume appears to 
apply only to people who regularly walk relatively 
long distances that equal about six to nine miles a 
week. Walking more than the six- to nine-mile range, 
however, did not have cognitive benefit, the study 
found. 

“That’s because the size of our brain regions can 
only be so large,” Erickson said, adding that the 
opposite isn’t true. “So with no exercise, there can 
be significant deterioration and decay with age.” 


However, he added, “what we often tend to think of 
as an inevitable component or characteristic of aging 
— memory decline and brain decay — is clearly not 
inevitable. There’s plenty of evidence now, and this 
study is part of that, that shows that we can retain 
our brain tissue and retain our memories well into 
late adulthood by maintaining an active and engaged 
lifestyle.” 

Dr. Steven V. Pacia, chief of neurology at Lenox Hill 
Hospital in New York City, described the study’s 
finding as both “intriguing” and an “undoubtedly 
positive message to send to the public.” 

“My first reaction to studies like this is that only in 
America do we have to prove to people that it’s good 
to walk,” he said with a chuckle. 

“But it stands to reason that being active as we age 
is going to have a beneficial effect on the brain, 
just as being inactive is going to have a negative 
impact,” Pacia noted. “Because the brain lives in the 
environment of the body.” 

But there may be a catch. “This is just an observational 
study,” Pacia noted. “And while we may assume that 
the relationship between the brain and activity is 
a prevention-of-atrophy issue — just like it is with 
muscle and bone — this study doesn’t actually prove 
that. We don’t yet know enough about the use-it-or- 
lose-it notion with respect to brain and exercise. So 
we do need more research to look at that. ”□

Jolie questions decision to deny her film permit

SARAJEVO, Bosnia- 

Herzegovina - Angelina 
Jolie has questioned Bosnia’s 
decision to withdraw her film 
permit, saying Friday it was 
based on false rumors that 
her movie will be a love story 
about a Bosniak woman and 
a Serb man who raped her 
during the country’s war. 

But the actress, and two 
members of her film crew 
in Sarajevo, declined to say 
what the plot of her directorial 
debut will be, and that could 
make it difficult to allay the 
concerns of the movie’s main 
opponents: Bosnia’s wartime 
rape victims. 

Jolie said in a written statement 
Friday that it will be a shame 
if “unfair pressure based on 
wrong information” prevents 
her crew from shooting her 
film in Bosnia.” It’s working 
title is “Untitled Love Story.” 
She offered to meet with 
wartime rape victims 
in Bosnia and to clarify 
misunderstandings that led 
Sarajevo’s culture minister, 
Gavrilo Grahovac, to deny the 
permit. 

“My hope is that people will 
hold judgment until they have 
seen the film,” Jolie said. 

The movie was supposed to 
be shot partly in Bosnia in 
November, but Grahovac 
revoked the permit this 
week under pressure from 
the Association of Women, 
Victims of War, which 


represents the several 

thousand mainly Muslim 

Bosniak women who were 
raped during Bosnia’s 1992- 
95 war. 

Grahovac was not available 
for comment Friday. 

Sarajevan Fedja Stukan, who 
plans to act in the movie, 

defended Jolie’s project, 

telling Bosnian media that 
“we are not making a movie 
about a crazy woman falling 
in love with her rapist. We are 
not sick and perverted.” 

Jolie’s Sarajevo producer, 
Edin Sarkic, told The 
Associated Press on Friday 
that the rumor about the rape 
victim falling in love with a 
rapist is “insane.” But he also 
said his contract with Jolie 
prevents him from disclosing 
details about the script. 
Instead, Sarkic said, he 
resubmitted the movie permit 
application to Grahovac on 
Wednesday, along with a 
full script, and expects the 
minister to grant a new permit. 
Bakira Hasecic, the leader of 
the Association of Women, 
Victims of War, told the AP 
that she has not read the 
script, but said: “From what I 
heard, it is about a victim in 
a rape camp falling in love 
with her rapist, and that’s not 
only impossible but the idea is 
insulting.” 

She said, “We, the victims, 
do not want to be portrayed 
that way and we complained.” 
In the immediate aftermath 
of the war, the issue of mass 


rape of women during the 
conflict was a taboo topic in 
Bosnia. But the victims then 
came forward and formed 
the association that fights 
for their rights in the courts 
and defends their dignity in 
public. 

The lobby has grown so 
strong that rarely any official 
in Bosnia dares to confront it. 
In her statement, Jolie said: 
“The choice to make a film 
about this area and set in 
this time in history was also 
to remind people of what 
happened not so long ago 
and to give attention to the 
survivors of the war.” 

The actress said she has 
great respect for the work of 
the Association of Women, 
Victims of War and would 
“like the opportunity to speak 
with them to personally clear 
up any misunderstandings 
about this project.”□

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GM recalls 300,000 impalas over seat belt problem 


DETROIT - General Motors said Friday it was 
recalling more than 300,000 Chevrolet Impala 
sedans because the seat belts may fail to restrain 
people in the front seats during a crash. 

The National Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
said on its website that the front-seat belt webbing 
may not be secured properly to a lap belt anchor on 


the side of the seat near the doors. 

The recall affects Impalas from the 2009 and 2010 
model years. GM said 303,100 vehicles are in the 
United States and more than 19,000 are in Canada. 
GM said in a statement that it did not know of 
any injuries or deaths connected to the recall. The 
Detroit automaker told NHTSA that it had received 


32 warranty reports with the seat belt conditions 
through mid-August. 

Dealers will inspect how the belts are anchored. 
The will reinstall the anchors if needed at no cost 
to the owners.

Bernanke: Fed wrestles with size of aid program

WASHINGTON - The Federal 
Reserve is prepared to take 
further steps to rejuvenate the 
economy by buying Treasury 
bonds but is wrestling with 
how big the program should 
be, Chairman Ben Bernanke 
said Friday. 

Bernanke also indicated that 
Fed policymakers are trying 
to craft a plan to lift inflation 
from super-low levels. He 
made his remarks in a speech 
at a Fed conference in Boston. 
Bernanke said the Fed must 
both weigh the risks of a 
Treasury-buying program 
and determine how the debt 
purchases should be paced. 
The Fed’s bond purchases 
would be intended to lower 
long-term interest rates to 
stimulate buying and spending 
and help lower unemployment. 
Those Treasury purchases 
would inj ect many more dollars 
into the financial system. And 
that poses a longer-term risk: 
High inflation. 

Fed policymakers are widely 
expected to announce a 
Treasury buying program at 
their next meeting Nov. 2-3. 
“There would appear — all 
else being equal — to be a case 
for further action,” Bernanke 
said. 

World stocks rose after 
Bemanlce’s remarks. But 
the prospect of more dollars 
swirling around the financial 
system did nothing to help the 
dollar itself, which slid further 
after the Fed chief spoke. 

The economy is growing at 
a pace “less vigorous than 


we would like,” Bernanke 
acknowledged. 

Unemployment, now at 9.6 
percent, has been stuck near 
double digits for more than 
a year. Bernanke indicated 
that the Fed is concerned that 
economic growth is likely 
to remain lackluster and that 
unemployment will decline 
only slowly next year. High 
unemployment is likely to 
keep consumers cautious in 
their spending. 

During the recession, the 
Fed launched a $1.7 trillion 
program, buying a mix of 
mortgage securities and 
government debt. The effort 
was credited with forcing 
down mortgages rates and 
providing support to the 
weakened housing market. 

The new program is likely to 
be smaller. One Fed official 
has suggested a $500 billion 
program, while another has 
suggested it be $100 billion or 
less. 

The Fed is again resorting to 
such unconventional methods 

— called quantitative easing 

— to stimulate the economy 
because it has already sliced 
its key interest rate to a record 
low near zero. The anticipated 
second round is being dubbed 
quantitative easing two. 
“Bernanke gives green light 
for QEII,” TJ Marta, a market 
strategist at Marta on the 
Markets, said after Bernanke’s 
speech. 

For now, the Fed is more 
interested in seeing prices 
rise_ rather than fall 
Because the economy is weak, 
“the risk of deflation is higher 


than desirable,” Bernanke 
said. Deflation is a widespread 
drop in prices, wages and the 
values of stocks and homes. 
As Bernanke was speaking, 
the government issued a 
report that pointed to why a 
new Treasury-buying program 
may be necessary to ward 
off deflation. Consumer 
prices excluding the volatile 
categories of food and energy 
were flat or a second straight 
month. 

A prolonged drop in prices 
for goods, for wages and 
in the values of homes and 
stocks is dangerous for the 
economy and individual 
Americans. Workers suffer 
pay cuts. Corporate profits 
decline. Stock values fall. 
People, businesses and the 
government find it costlier to 
pare debt. Foreclosures and 
bankruptcies rise. 

And people spend less, 
convinced prices will fall even 
further if they just wait. That 
trend is already evident in the 
housing market. Many would- 
be buyers are standing on the 
sidelines, expecting home 
prices to fall further. 

Bernanke’s comments come as 
the Fed is weighing steps to try 
to raise people’s expectations 
of where they think inflation is 
heading in the months ahead. 
A signal from the Fed that it 
would accept higher-than- 
normal inflation could aid the 
economy. Here’s how: 
Companies would feel more 
inclined to raise their prices. 
And shoppers who thought 
prices were headed up would 
be more likely to buy now 


rather than wait. Their higher 
spending would embolden 
employers to step up hiring. It 
would also help lift inflation 
from alarmingly low levels. 
Bernanke said the current 
high unemployment can be 
traced, in part, to the drop in 
business activity that followed 
the financial crisis and the 
resulting fall in customer 
demand. 

Some economists point to two 
other factors, too. 

Workers face difficulties 
moving to new cities where 
jobs may be available. That’s 
because many can’t easily 
sell their homes in depressed 
housing markets. 

Another factor is that the skills 
many unemployed workers 
have differ from the skills 
companies now want.

heading officials with the National Association for Business 
Economics forecast this week that the 2011 deficit will total 
$1.2 trillion, only slightly better than the administration’s 
estimate. They cited excessive federal debt as their single 
greatest concern, even more so than high unemployment. 
Obama’s bipartisan deficit commission is supposed to report a 
deficit-cutting plan on Dec. 1, but panel members are unsure at 
best whether they’ll be able to agree on anything approaching 
Obama’s goal of cutting the deficit to about 3 percent of the 
size of gross domestic product (GDP). 

The recommendations of the commission need the backing of 
14 of its 18 members to trigger a congressional vote. Building 
that level of consensus will be difficult. Republicans are 
strongly opposed to a plan that includes tax increases to chip 
away at the deficit. Democrats are less inclined to move a 
package that relies solely on spending cuts. 

Even if Congress doesn’t vote on a deficit-cutting proposal, it 
faces the challenge of reaching a consensus on what to do with 
the Bush-era tax cuts that are set to expire on Dec. 31. 

The Republicans are fighting to renew all of the tax cuts. 
Obama and the Democrats want to extend the tax cuts for every 
family making less than $250,000, but let them expire for the 
wealthiest households. □ 
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Investment vultures Increase pressure on Yahoo CEO

SAN FRANCISCO - With 
buyout vultures circling the 
Internet company, Yahoo Inc. 
CEO Carol Bartz may have 
to accelerate her timetable for 
engineering a turnaround if 
she wants to save her job. 
Bartz has said it could take a 
couple more years to revive 
Yahoo after a long period of 
listlessness, but it appears 
the company could become a 
takeover target if its financial 
performance doesn’t improve 
within the next few months. 
That urgency was underscored 
late Wednesday as The Wall 
Street Journal reported that 
another falling Internet icon, 
AOL Inc., is in preliminary 
discussions with a group 
of leveraged buyout firms, 
including Silver Lake Partners 
and Blackstone Group LP, 
about making a joint bid for 
Yahoo because its stock has 
been slumping for so long. The 
Journal story cited unnamed 
people familiar with the talks 
and said two or three other 
firms could also be interested 
in the deal, which could bring 
AOL’s charismatic CEO, Tim 
Armstrong, to Yahoo. 

It’s likely an opportunistic 
suitor would emerge if Yahoo’s 
revenue keeps growing at a 
turtle’s pace while rivals such 
as Google Inc. and Facebook 
sprint further ahead as 
advertisers shift more of their 
spending to the Internet. 
Although Yahoo’s market 
value has fallen dramatically 
in the past few years, buying 
the company would still 
be expensive and quite 
complicated. That’s the main 
reason most analysts believe 


it would take a while to put 
together a deal, even if Yahoo 
disappoints investors yet again 
next Tuesday when it reports 
its third-quarter earnings. 

With no bid on the immediate 
horizon, Yahoo shares cooled 
from the heated reaction to 
the Journal’s initial report. 
The stock rose 68 cents, or 
4.5 percent, to $15.93 on 
Thursday. It had soared by 
nearly 13 percent in extended 
trading Wednesday following 
the Journal’s report. 

Yahoo hired Bartz, a tough- 
talking Silicon Valley veteran, 
in January 2009, convinced 
that she would prove the 
company is worth more 
than the $47.5 billion that 
Microsoft Corp. was offering 
to take over the company, a 
bid that Yahoo snubbed in 
May 2008. Microsoft has 
since forged an Internet search 
partnership with Yahoo in a 
joint challenge to Google’s 
dominance of the Web’s most 
lucrative ad market. 

Although Bartz has won praise 
for negotiating the Microsoft 
alliance and cutting costs to 
boost Yahoo’s profits, the 
company’s revenue through 
the first half of the year edged 
up by less than 2 percent. By 
comparison, Google’s rose 
23 percent during the same 
period. That letdown has 
left Yahoo’s stock far below 
Microsoft’s final offer of $33 
per share, turning that bid into 
a millstone. 

“Given everything that Yahoo 
shareholders have been 
through since then, there is 
a limited amount of patience 
left,” said Ryan Jacob, 
portfolio manager of the 
Jacob Internet Fund, which 


owns more than 100,000 
shares. “It’s not necessarily 
Bartz’s fault, but she had to 
know what she was getting 
into coming in.” 

The recent defections of 
several top Yahoo executives 
have stirred speculation that 
Bartz is wearing out her 
welcome as she approaches 
the midway point of her four- 
year contract. 

If that’s true, it could open 
the door for Armstrong, 39, 
who could be seen as a more 
media-friendly, suave leader 
than the sometimes-cranky, 
profanity-spewing Bartz, 62. 
What’s more, Armstrong’s 
Internet background could be 
seen as a better fit, given that 
he built up Google’s highly 
prosperous North American 
advertising business before 
leaving to become AOL’s 
CEO last year. Bartz is more 
of a technologist, having 
previously been CEO of 
software maker Autodesk Inc. 
and a top executive at Sun 
Microsystems Inc. 

But Armstrong’s reign at AOL 
so far has largely mirrored 
Bartz’s time at Yahoo. Like 
his counterpart, Armstrong 
has spent much of his time 
weeding out the company’s 
unprofitable operations while 
focusing on bringing in more 
unique content in an effort to 
lure more Web surfers and 
bring in more advertisers. 
Those changes haven’t been 
enough to lift AOL’s yet, 
making it look like a “mini- 
Yahoo,” Jacob said. 

AOL’s market value is just 
$2.7 billion, about 13 percent 
of Yahoo’s $21.5 billion. That 
gap means AOL would need 
plenty of help to buy Yahoo. 
Yahoo declined a request to 
interview Bartz Thursday. 
The company, which is based 
in Sunnyvale, Calif., also 
declined to comment on the 
reports of a possible takeover 
bid. The Journal said Yahoo 
hasn’t been involved in the 
talks yet. 

But the board appears to 
be taking the talk seriously 
enough to have hired 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. 
to advise directors on a 
possible defense, according 
to Bloomberg News, which 
also cited unnamed people. 
Goldman Sachs declined to 


comment. 

AOL and Blackstone 
also declined to comment 
Thursday. Silver Lake didn’t 
return calls. 

Despite Yahoo’s struggles, 
there are several reasons 
why the company remains a 
takeover target. 

For starters, Yahoo still boasts 
one of the world’s best-known 
brands. 

Its website remains alluring 
enough to attract an audience 
of nearly 600 million, although 
people have been spending 
less time there as they hang 


out more frequently at trendier 
spots such as Facebook. 

Yahoo also owns a 39 percent 
stake in one of China’s fastest 
growing companies, the 
Alibaba Group. 

That stake presumably 
would be sold if leveraged 
buyout firms were to attempt 
a takeover to make the bid 
easier to finance. Analysts 
have estimated that selling 
Yahoo’s Alibaba holdings and 
other Asian assets could fetch 
anywhere from $8 billion to 
$13 billion, depending on 
market conditions. □ 


Angry Birds to 
Attack DS, PSP 
and PS3

Angry Birds, one of the iPhone’s most popular games, is 
moving past the mobile platform. In an interview given to 
British news source The Sun, the game’s co-creator recently 
announced that the game will be ported to traditional handhelds 
the Nintendo DS and PSP, as well as the PS3 console. This is 
big news since games usually begin on other platforms and 
get ported to mobile devices, not the other way around. 

Angry Birds is an addictive puzzler distributed by Rovio 
Mobile, available for play on the iPhone and iPad. In the 
game, some greedy green pigs made the mistake of going 
after birds’ eggs. If you’ve ever seen a nature documentary, 
you know that trying to harm an animal’s young is a bad idea. 
The birds get angry (hence the not-so-obtuse title), and go 
medieval on the pigs. Cartoony, cute and ridiculous, this game 
provides hours of addictive fun over the span of its 120 levels. 
Angry Birds has taken off in a big way. The game has sold 
over 5 million copies in the span of 6 months, giving it the 
most explosive growth of any iPhone game. Those 5 million 
copies have earned Angry Birds more than $3.1 million in sales 
(listed as over 2 million GBP in the article with The Sun). It’s 
also the #1 paid app in several countries worldwide, including 
the US, Russia, India and France. A list of the countries who 
love Angry Birds can be seen on the game’s page on Rovio 
Mobile’s website. 

The game’s huge popularity definitely makes it the most 
likely candidate for a port to other platforms, but it’s still 
surprising to see a mobile game get picked up for play on 
bigger systems. Like the hand-crafted games in Xbox Live 
Marketplace’s Indie section, mobile games are often short 
on polish and wouldn’t translate as more than a novelty. This 
is why independent games are often free or priced at a very 
low cost. Even the least expensive games for the Nintendo 
DS are around the $20 price point, with PSP and PS3 games 
commanding even higher prices. It’ll be interesting to see if 
Angry Birds impresses gamers who play those other platforms, 
or if the game’s fans will be willing to buy the game again to 
play on an expanded system. If this game is a success, it could 
encourage independent developers to work harder on their 
products in hopes of bringing them to the big time.Q 
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Belgian Church head criticized for AIDS remarks

BRUSSELS - Belgium’s 
Roman Catholic Church, 
already reeling from 
allegations of sexual abuse, 
faced a new scandal Friday 
after its primate wrote that 
AIDS was “a sort of inherent 
justice.” 

Many lawmakers condemned 
Archbishop Andre-Joseph 
Leonard, the head of the 
Belgian church, for the 
remarks in a new book and 


Belgium’s center for equal 
opportunities received a series 
of complaints, including one 
by a lawyer who said his 
comments were incitement to 
hatred. 

The Church is struggling to 
recover from the resignation 
of the Bishop of Bruges 
in April after he admitted 
sexually abusing a nephew. 

In his book “Monseigneur 
Leonard - Conversations,” 
the archbishop referred to 


a remark by the late Pope 
John Paul II who said, when 
asked whether AIDS was a 
punishment from God, that it 
was difficult to judge God’s 
will. 

“I would not at all think in 
such terms. I do not see this 
illness as a punishment, at 
most a sort of inherent justice, 
a bit like how we are presented 
with the bill for what we do 
to the environment,” Leonard 
said. 

“Perhaps human love also 
wreaks revenge if it is 
mishandled without there 
having to be a transcendental 
source.” 

Jean Marie de Meester, a 
lawyer from Oostkamp near 
Bruges, said he had filed a 
complaint with the Center 
for Equal Opportunities and 
Opposition to Racism. 

“You can claim freedom of 
speech, but in his position he 
needs to be careful what he 
says. It has a lot of influence,” 
he said.

Green’ burials require no coffins or chemicals

GOLDENDALE, Wash. - Steve Sail moved 
forward on uneven, rocky terrain in his 
motorized wheelchair and came to a stop at the 
edge of a sweeping vista of ponderosa pines 
and bright pockets of yellow wildflowers. 
Before being stricken three years ago with 
Lou Gehrig’s disease, the 61-year-old Oregon 
resident who was an avid hiker would have 
backpacked this canyon. Instead, he was there 
to pick out his grave site. 

Three months later, Sail was laid to rest in 
the forest. He would be among the small but 
growing number of Americans choosing 
environmentally friendly burials. The so-called 
“green burials” are a departure from the norm 
in that they don’t use concrete vaults, metal 
coffins or any chemicals. 

The Green Burial Council, an industry group 
that sets standards, now counts more than 300 
approved providers in 40 states, while only a 
dozen existed as recently as the beginning of 
2008. 

And a March 2010 survey commissioned by 
the International Cemetery, Cremation and 
Funeral Association found a quarter of those 
polled liked the concept of environmentally 
friendly burials. 

“We think of this as a new idea, but this is really 
an ancient idea we’re returning to,” said Joe 
Sehee, executive director of the New Mexico- 
based council. 

A burial in the wilderness was especially 
appealing to Sail after spending so much of 
his life hiking mountains and forests across 


the Pacific Northwest. He was also heavily 
involved in his son’s Boy Scout experience, 
often accompanying the troop on nature 
excursions. 

As Lou Gehrig’s disease advanced earlier this 
year, Sail knew it was time to consider end-of- 
life logistics. He thought about cremation, but 
didn’t like the idea of pumping gases into the 
atmosphere, said his son, David. 

Sail began researching green burials on the 
Internet, eventually finding the website for 
the White Eagle Memorial Preserve, a natural 
burial grounds about 15 miles from the small 
town of Goldendale. 

For a few moments in June, Sail was outdoors 
again, the forest before him. From his 
wheelchair, he spotted a ponderosa pine he 
liked with a surrounding meadow and his heart 
was set. 

Sail communicated by pointing a pencil to 
a laminated piece of paper with a grid full of 
letters and conjunctions. His wife and son had 
become practiced at translating his thoughts 
over the course of his debilitating illness. 

“I have been a hiker and a climber, as we drove 
in I felt very comfortable, like going home,” he 
said, communicating through his wife. 

The Sails bought two plots — one for Steve 
and one for his wife Teri — for about $4,800. 
Steve Sail died in September. 

“I know that Steve loves nature so much,” 
Teri Sail said at the time of picking his plot. 
“Having him rest somewhere in a place that he 
loves more than, you know, a cemetery that’s 
kind of sterile and has sad things associated 
with it, just seemed like the thing to do.’Q 


just unfortunate. They are 
incitement to hatred... In its 
current condition, the Church 
does not have the moral right 
to judge others.” 

The Center said it shared 
the indignation that the 
archbishop’s comments had 
caused, even if they did not 
break the anti-discrimination 
law. 

“He threatens to create a 
discriminatory climate for 
people with HIV or AIDS 
and by extension people with 
other illnesses or a handicap,” 
it said in a statement. 

Leonard told a news 
conference Friday he felt he 
had been misunderstood as 
regarding AIDS in all forms 
as a punishment. He said his 
words referred to promiscuous 
sex. 

“It was not about AIDS from 
a blood transfusion or as an 
illness with which someone 
has been born,” he said. 

“If someone gets lung cancer 
from smoking, the cancer is a 
sort of inherent justice. The 
actions, consciously done, 
have a result.” 

He also said he was targeting 
“certain practices” and not 
HIV positive people or those 
with AIDS, who should not be 
discriminated against.□ 
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Herbal Weight-loss Supplements 
loaded with Illicit Drugs

While herbal weight-loss supplements may 
bring the promise of shedding pounds using 
“natural” products, a new study shows that 
many are laden with pharmaceutical agents 
(lab-made drugs) - some of which are illegal. 
The researchers analyzed 81 weight-loss 
products that had been taken by 66 patients 
who had come in to the hospital for treatment 
for poisoning. One of the patients had died. 
While the authors caution their findings should 
not be interpreted as a full analysis of the 
weight-loss supplement market, they found 
two or more pharmaceutical agents in 61 
supplements they tested, and two supplements 
contained six of these drugs. 

“A wide variety of illicit, weight-reducing 
agents has been found in proprietary slimming 
products that are readily available to the 
public. Importantly, ingestion of these products 
may result in significant toxicities and even 
mortality,” said the study authors, who are 
researchers at the Princess Margaret Hospital 
in Hong Kong. 

While the study’s research took place in Hong 
Kong, the problems have reached America’s 
shores. 

“This is exactly the same issue that we’re faced 
with here,” said Dr. Pieter Cohen, a general 
internist at Cambridge Health Alliance and 
an assistant professor of medicine at Harvard 
Medical School. Cohen said that due to their 
surveillance procedures for drugs, researchers 
in Hong Kong are “often on the vanguard of 
identifying problems.” 

In the United States, an estimated $34 billion 
is spent annually on alternative medicine, 
including supplements. But the products, 
sometimes called botanical supplements or 
herbal remedies, are not well studied and in 
many cases could be dangerous, according 
to a study earlier this year in Chemical & 
Engineering News. 

In late 2008 and early 2009, the Food and Drug 
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Administration made three announcements, 
alerting consumers about a total of 72 weight- 
loss supplements containing undeclared drugs. 
Those recalls found drugs in the products that 
included sibutramine, a controlled substance 
then-prescribed for weight loss, and fluoxetine, 
an antidepressant best known as Prozac. 

The most common agent found in the 
supplements in the Hong Kong study was 
sibutramine, which was detected in 59 of the 
products tested. 

Sibutramine was sold under the trade name 
Meridia in the United States The anti-obesity 
drug was voluntarily withdrawn by the 
manufacturer last week, after a study showed 
it was associated with an elevated risk of heart 
attack and stroke. 

But a number of supplements tested in the 
study also contained banned drugs. Thirteen 
weight loss supplements contained the appetite 
suppressant fenfluramine. 

“Fenfluramine is the bad actor of the Fen-phen 
diet pill,” said Cohen, referring to the weight- 
loss drug pulled from the U.S. market in 1997 
for its association with heart attacks. 

A second banned substance found in the 
supplements, the laxative phenolphthalein, 
was outlawed because of an association with 
cancer. 

Cohen said perhaps the most disturbing 
finding was the presence of analog drugs in the 
supplements. Analogs are drug molecules that 
have been further modified in a lab. 

“This hasn’t even been studied in mice,” said 
Cohen. “This is really using the consumer... as 
guinea pigs.” 

The fact that herbal supplements may contain 
pharmaceuticals, allowing pills to show benefit 
to consumers while under the guise of being 
natural, is not a new discovery. 

But Cohen said findings like these make 
trouble for consumers, as they cannot simply 
make a choice to take a supplement based on 
the research. □

Japan biodiversity meet adopts 
rules on GM crop damages 


TOKYO - An international 
meeting on biodiversity held 
in Japan Friday agreed on 
rules which hold businesses 
liable if genetically modified 
organisms they have imported 
pollute ecosystems, a report 
said. 

The meeting on the Cartagena 
Protocol on Biosafety reached 
agreement ahead of the major 
Convention on Biological 
Diversity which opens in the 
Japanese city of Nagoya on 
Monday. 

The protocol holds business 
operators liable if genetically 
modified (GM) organisms 
which they had imported from 
other countries or companies 
pollute ecosystems and risk 
human health, Kyodo News 
said. 

The protocol will open 
for signatures at the UN 
headquarters from March. 
The accord takes effect 90 
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days after 40 countries and 
regions ratify it. 

Japan hopes to ratify it 
in autumn next year after 
obtaining parliamentary 
approval, Kyodo said, citing 
government officials. 

Talks on compensation for 
damage caused to ecosystems 
by GM organisms began 
in earnest in the Malaysian 
capital Kuala Fumpur in 
2004. 

The international biodiversity 
conference opening on 
Monday, which includes more 
than 190 countries andNGOs, 
is due to discuss how to pay 
for the “equitable sharing” 
of the benefits from natural 
resources. 

The talks will also discuss 
a fresh target on preserving 
animal and plant species that 
are disappearing mostly as a 
result of human activity. 
Species under threat include 
21 percent of all known 
mammals, 30 percent of 
known amphibians and 12 
percent of known birds, 
according to the International 
Union for Conservation of 
Nature. 

Scientists warn that wildlife 
habitat destruction is 
destroying ecosystems that 
give humans “environmental 
services” such as clean 
water and air and are vital 
for climate control and food 
production. □
